“They were as lost as lost can be,’* said Bloom, 
who was alone when he found them wandering aim­ 
lessly on a narrow7 trail.

Should Have A Richards, 
Kuchel November Rematch 


There are six challengers for the U.S. 
Senate s e a t occupied by Republican 
Thomas H. Kuchel, who wants to keep 
it. 


But only three of them, b e s i d e s 
Kuchel, have mounted anything like a 
campaign. 
The major Democratic candidate is 
State Sen. Richard Richards. He is chal­ 
lenging Kuchel for the second time. Six 
years ago the two men were in the No­ 
vember final election, with Kuchel win­ 
ning with more than 400.000 votes to 
spare. 
This time Richards* opponents on the 
Democratic ticket are barely nominal. 
Neither of them will make a dent in the 
Richards total. 
Kuchel. on the other hand, has two of 
his three Republican opponents actively 
campaigning. One of them, L l o y d 
Wright, has been much in evidenced 
Marin County. The other, Howard Jar­ 
vis, has been vocal in much of the rest 
of the state. 
There is no doubt but that Richards is 
the best Democrat on the slate. 


Kuchel is the outstanding Republican 
candidate. 
We have not always agreed with Sen­ 
ator Kuchel, specifically on such things 
as public power, which he favors, or fed­ 
eral control of highway land zoning. But 
he has been a hard-working and effec­ 
tive senator for California. He has the 
respect and the support of his fellow Re­ 
publicans in the Senate, where he serves 
as Republican Whip. 
Both Wright and Jarvis are far too re­ 
actionary for our tastes. One stand they 
have taken, for example, is that the 
United States should withdraw from the 
United Nations. To us the United Na­ 
tions represents the strongest and best 
agency for peace existing today. De­ 
stroying it without providing a better 
peace-keeping facility would be inviting 
war. Neither of these candidates offers 
such a substitute. 
Thus on the balance of the Kuchel 
record and the imbalance of his oppo­ 
nents’ porgrams, we urge Reppublicans 
to vote for Thomas H. Kuchel in the pri­ 
mary. 
W e’ll have a rematch in November.

BACK IN 1948, disowned 
by the Kremlin and out of 
sheer 
economic 
necessity. 
Marshal Josip Broz Tito of 
Yugoslavia turned to the West 
for help. 
On his 70th birthday, Tito 
still was having his economic 
troubles, 
but his relations 
with the Kremlin were on the 
upswing on the word of no 
less an authority than Nikita 
Khrushchev. 
Last month, So\iet Foreign 
Minister Gromyko visited Tito 
in Yugoslavia. The two later 
reported their conversations 
had been “ constructive.” 
On May 1, new Soviet-built 
tanks appeared in the May 
Day parade. 
In Soviet-Yugoslav relations

both were “ firsts.” After a 
brief 
honeymoon 
following 
Stalin's death, relations chill­ 
ed again as result of Soviet 
handling of the Hungarian 
revolt and no top Russian had 
visited Yugoslavia since. No 
Russian military aid had been 
sent to Yugoslavia since the 
1948 break with Stalin. 
In the intervening years, 
Tito sought to have the best 
of both the Communist and 
Western worlds. 


AMERICAN AID. both mili­ 
tary and economic, has total­ 
led over $2 billion. Tito’s 
trade with the West is twice 
that of Yugoslav trade with 
the Communist bloc. It is un­ 
likely that he now seeks to 
endanger either the trade or 
the aid. 
Tito is neither a member of

the Soviet-led Warsaw Mili­ 
tary Pact nor is he invited to 
summit sessions of Commu­ 
nist leadership 


These conditions probably 
will remain, if only because 
Tito will not surrender the 
independence which led to 
his original break with the 
Kremlin rior abandon his de­ 
clared policy of neutrality, 
which has paid off so well. 


On the other hand, wh e n 
Khrushchev 
said 
the 
two 
countries saw almost eye-to- 
eye on questions of foreign 
policy, he really was saying 
little new. 


TITO ALWAYS had made 
clear he is a Communist and 
dedicated to a Communist 
world. 


He has supported the So­ 
viet position on Berlin and 
immediate, 
total 
disarma­ 
ment. He openly sympathized 
with the Communist decision 
to break the voluntary test 
ban on nuclear weapons. His 
neutrality always has been on 
the side of the Soviets. 


It is unlikely that Khrush­ 
chev ever can carry his de- 
Stalimzation program to the 
extent of approving Tito’s in­ 
dependent brand of Commu­ 
nism. But their community of 
interests broadens so long as 
both come under the ideo­ 
logical fire of Red China and 
Soviet boycott of Albania con­ 
tinues.
